EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding independent claims 7, 27, 31 , 32, and 34, the prior art of record does 
not disclose or suggest the limitation of "embedding rates on the order of thousands of 
bits per second in media files encoded on the order of a hundred kilobytes per second 
and at multiple coefficients of each set". It is known to embed supplemental data in 
coefficients of media files, but the claimed embedding bit rate is not disclosed or 
suggested by the prior art.
